Aggi||^  habitually  come 
from  an  underdog  position  to  upset 
the  most  carefully  calculated  plans  or 
their  opponents,  to  wit,  for  example, 
Isfst  season’s  basketball  results,  the 
most  recent  outcrop  of  that  Farmer 
habit,  not  that  that  is  any  weight  to 
bear  on  track  standing.

Mindful,  then,  of  the  possible  inac- 
curacy of  reports,  the  Cougar  coach, 
Ott  Romney,  is  working  earnestly 
with  the  end  of  putting  his  B.  Y.  U.

MAKES  SCHOOL  SURVEY 


John  Thirl  Aydelotte,  '16,  returned 
to  the  campus  on  Friday,  after  an  ab- 
sence of  over  fourteen  years,  during 
which  time  he  has  been  carrying  on 
his  chosen  work  in  chemical  engineer- 
ing. 

After  spending  some  time  at  the 
University  of  Utah,  and  after  being 
associated  with  the  Canadian  Pacific 
company  in  Canada  for  some  time  in 
chemical  research,  Mr.  Aydelotte  turn 
ed  his  interests  to  the  application  of 
chemistry  and  physics  to  commercial 
activity. 

“I  looked  about  for  something  that 
had  shown  the  least  development  dur- 
ing the  last  sixty  years,”  quietly  as- 
serted Mr.  Aydelotte,  "and  in  the  dry 
cleaning  business  I found  that  thing.’ 

Upon  this  basis  he  went  forward 
with  an  invention,  later  patented, 
which  has  completely  revolutionized 
the  dry  cleaning  business  in  America, 
and  has  yielded  the  inventtor  a for- 
tune. His  efforts  begun  in  California 
districts,  later  extending  to  eastern 
sections  of  the  United  States.  Three 
years  ago  the  invention — with  fourteen 
years  of  the  patent  rights  yet  to  run 
— was  sold  to  the  American  Laundry 
Machine  Company,  with  exclusive  in- 
ternational rights. 

Mr.  Aydelotte  is  now  a resident  of 
Long  Beach,  California,  where  he  is 
engaged  in  carrying  on  his  inventive 
work,  and  at  the  same  time  is  acting 
as  a business  engineer  in  connection 
with  some  of  the  larger  concerns  in 
southern  California.

The  freshman  is  Melvin 
Griffith,  who  already  has  put  the 
spear  out  175  feet,  the  best  distance 
recorded  in  Utah  this  year.  One  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  feet  is  not  so  a 
great  distance  compared  to  national 
marks,  but  Griffith  has  three  seasons 
and  part  of  this  one  yet  to  improve. 


Distance  runners  in  Utah  collegiate 
circles  will  have  to  propell  themselves 
with  the  vigor  and  speed  of  champion 
this  year  if  they  are  to  best  the  ef- 
forts of  B.  Y.  U.’s  two  crack  marath- 
oners. Racing  in  the  inter  socal  unit 
meet  last  Friday  Bentley  and  Nelson 
finished  in  a read  heat  the  two  mile 
run,  with  a record  of  10  minutes  9 4-5 
seconds.  The  pair  have  been  cutting 
records  all  spring,  and  the  mere  mat- 
ter of  19  4-5  seconds  that  seperates 
the  above  mark  from  the  state  reco?d 
is  bound  to  be  clipped  any  one  of  these 
track  meets. 


Perhaps  the  greatest  hope  that  B. 
Y.  U.  has  in  state  and  conference 
competition  is  being  carried  by  Boyd 
Rassmussen,  sprinter.  ' In  him  falls 
the  task  of  gaining  some  of  the  points 
that  the  Y has  been  accustomed  to 
when  Owen  Rowe  ruled  the  dashes. 

Against  the  field  of  fine  sprinters  in 
this  conference  Rassmussen  will  have 
to  break  records  to  win,  or  even  re- 
gister, but  already  the  blond  Cougar 
has  shown  speed  that  up  till  this  spr- 
ing he  had  not  done.  Tieing  Owen 
Rowe’s  class  century  record  of  ten 
flat  was  a remarkable  achievement, 
especially  considering  the  time  of  year. 


Captain  Brad  Jensen  has  developed 
more  power  and  speed  this  year  and 
will  make  any  of  the  R.  M.  C.  middle 
distance  stars  step  to  keep  up.  Jensen 
captured  18  points  in  the  inter  social 
unit  meet  to  take  high  point  honors, 
being  supreme  in  the  440  and  880  and 
second  only  to  Rassmussen  in  the 
sprints. 


B.  Y.  U.’s  weight  heavers,  referred 
to  repeatedly  in  press  articles  as  the 
Cougar’s  strongest  bid  for  track 
honors,  substantiate  the  reports  with 
stellar  performances.  Bunnell  has  in- 
creased his  shot  put  by  quite  a few 
feet,  putting  to  within  inches  of  the 
44  feet  mark,  while  Reeve  twirls  the 
hammer  a mere  distance  of  133  feet. 
No  telling,  though,  what  the  big  boy 
will  do  when  he  exerts  himself. 


Unfortunate  injuries  and  illnesses 
excluded  other  men  from  the  B.  Y. 
U.  lineup  who  had  shown  plenty  of 
promise  in  early  practices  and  why 
would  have  added  many  more  points 
to  the  Cougar  cause.  Four  arc  on  the 
injured  and  sickness  list.  They  arc 
Paul  Thorne,  Clarence  Vacher,  Floyd 
Biddulph,  and  Peterson. 

All  but  Peterson  will  be  out  for  ■ 
good  many  weeks,  perhaps  the  whole 
season.

Veterans  And  Promising  New  Material  Assure 
Cougars  of  High  Rating  in  1930 
Football  Season

The  personnel  of  the  Cougar  1930 
football  squad,  appointment  of  Welden 
Monson,  former  Georgetown  univei  ■ 
sity  grid  star,  as  head  line  coach,  and 
other  plans  for  the  1930  season  were 
made  known  to  the  writer  in  a recent 
interview  with  head  coach  Ott  Rom- 
ney, Director  of  Athletics  at  Brigham 
Young  university,  Romney,  busy  with 
the  task  of  defending  a Rocky  Moun- 
tain Conference  track  and  field  cham- 
pionship, yet  gives  time,  though,  and 
conversation,  to  the  early  formulating 
of  plans  in  detail  for  the  Cougars* 
1930  football  campaign. 

Judging  from  the  amount  of  veteran 
material  returning  to  Brigham  Young, 
B.  Y.  U.’s  1930  gridiron  fortunes  will 
be  greatly  similar  to  that  of  1929,  at 
least  a third  place  rating  in  the  R. 
M.  C.  standing.  This  is  based  on  the 
fast  that  the  team  that  finished  third 
last  year,  missing  second  only  by  one 
point,  will  be  back  practically  intact. 
A schedule  almost  the  same  as  that 
of  last  season  tends  to  substantiate 
this  guess.  There  being  always  plenty 
of  room  for  improvement  in  a team 
not  a championship  aggregation,  and 
depending  on  an  excellent  looking 
freshman  crop,  assumption  is  in  favor 
of  B.  Y.  U.  figuring  somewhere  in  the 
upper  strata  of  R.  M.  C.  football 
society  next  fall.

And  it  is  Coach  Romney’s  intention 
that  lack  of  proper  training  or  of 'stiff

With  that  am- 
bition, then,  the  Cougar  coach  names 
the  men  he  selects  to  camprise  next 
fall’s  varsity  squad,  sets  the  date  for 
the  opening  of  practice,  names  the 
coaching  staff,  and  makes  provision 
for  the  best  opportunities  for  the  Cou- 
gar varsity  and  reserve  squads. 

Sixty  men  are  included  in  the  list  of 
those  who  will  receive  invitations  to 
join  the  varsity  at  the  opening  of  the 
fall  training  camp  on  September  10.

For  the  third  successive  year  the 
Cougar  Errant  social  unit  established 
itself  as  the  champion  of  the  Brigham 
Young  university  inter  social  unit 
track  and  field  meet,  held  this  year  in 
the  Y stadium,  Thursday  and  Friday, 
April  10  and  11. 

Scoring  in  all  but  two  events  the 
Cougar  Errants  piled  up  a score  of 
74  5-6  points,  50  2-6  points  better  than 
its  nearest  rival.  Tausigs  pushed  to 
second  place  over  the  Nuvekos,  amass- 
ing 24>4  poirits  to  the  latter’s  21. 
Other  social  units  followed  in  this 
order:  Val  Hyrics  12;  Mates  11; 
Olympus  11;  Vikings  8J4 : Nuggest 

9 5-6;  Unaffiliated  7 1-3. 

Five  more  records  fell  in  the  second 
day's  competition.  Rassmussen  set  a 
new  record  of  22  3-5  seconds  in  the 
220  dash,  compared  to  the  old  mark 
of  22  4-5;  Bentley  and  Nelson  finish- 
ed in  a dead  heat  in  the  two  mile 
event  to  break  the  old  record  by 
56  4-5  seconds,  the  new  mark  being 

10  minutes  9 4-5  seconds.  The  record 
breaking  performance  continued  to  the 
next  race,  the  440  dash,  which  Jensen 
won  in  52  2-5  seconds,  2-5  seconds 
better  than  the  old  mark.

Griffith  tossed  the  javelin  out  16 
feet  3 inches  farther  than  the  old 
mark,  achieving  a distance  this  year 
of  175  feet,  and  Reeve  twirled  the 
hammer  out  133  feet  for  another  new 
mark,  compared  to  the  former  dis- 
tance of  131  fee^2  inches. 

Captain  Brad  Jensen  proved  to  be 
the  man  of  the  meet  with  a total 
pointage  of  18  for  individual  high 
point  honors.  Jensen  amassed  his 
total  by  virtue  of  firsts  in  the  880  yard 
race,  and  the  440  yard  race,  seconds 
in  the  220  yard  dash,  and  100  yard 
dash,  and  running  anchor  on  the  win- 
ning mile  relay  team  and  also  on  the 
second  place  half  mile  relay  team. 
Rassmussen  took  second  high  point 
honor  with  11  1-4  points,  firsts  in  the 
century  and  furlong,  and  anchor  on 
the  winning  880  relay  team.  Reeve 
was  a shade  behind  for  third  place 
with  11  points  with  a first  in  the  ham- 
mer and  seconds  in  the  shot  and  dis- 
cus.
